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INTRODUCTION 


The Dominion Department of Agriculture was constituted in 1868. At 
that time its functions included such matters as immigration, public health, 
arts and manufactures, census, statistics, patents, copyrights and trade marks, 
in addition to the administration of agricultural affairs. In the course of time 
the growing importance of agriculture demanded the full attention of the 
Department and matters not directly related to agriculture were placed else- 
where. To meet the demands of the industry the departmental organization 
has been altered from time to time and at present the Department is consti- 
tuted on the basis of five subdivisions, Administration Service, Science Service, 
Experimental Farms Service, Production Service, and Marketing Service. This 
arrangement, which was brought about in 1937, carries out the principle of 
bringing under one administrative head activities similar in character and 
purpose in the broad fields of work with respect to the marketing of agri- 
cultural products, their production from a national standpoint and the experi- 
mental and scientific investigations in connection therewith. 

The Administration Service comes directly under the supervision of the 
Deputy Minister, while each of the other Services is headed by a Director 
to whom the heads of the various divisions report. Administrative units within 
the Services look after centralized accounting and personnel records together 
with any other matters which are of common concern to all the divisions. 

This Directory has been revised and published for the convenience of the 
public in dealing with the staffs of the various departmental services. In addi- 
tion to the peace-time organization of the Department, the various Boards set 
up to administer agricultural activities in connection with the war effort are 
shown and the personnel of these bodies listed. |

The Science Service includes the Divisions of Animal Pathology, Bacteri- 
ology and Dairy Research, Botany and Plant Pathology, Chemistry, Entomology 
and Plant Protection. 

The work of the Service is directed toward the solution of practical problems 
of agriculture, through the application of the results of scientific investigations. 
It deals with problems relating to the ravages of insect pests and diseases affect- 
ing plants and animals, the deterioration of plant and animal products through 
invasion of fungi and bacteria, the nutritional requirements of animals and plants, 
and the chemistry and microbiology of soils and dairy products. The work in 
the various laboratories of the Science Service is co-ordinated with the research 
work undertaken by the National Research Council, and by universities and 
agricultural colleges.

The Animal Diseases Research Institute at Hull, Que., serves as the 
research centre and headquarters for the division. In conjunction with, and 
under the direction of the Institute, substations and laboratories are main- 
tained at the Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, Ont.; Lethbridge, Alta.;

DIVISION OF BACTERIOLOGY AND DAIRY RESEARCH 


The activities of the Division of Agricultural Bacteriology and Dairy 
Research are divided into research, direct services, and co-operation in the 
adminstration of Dominion Acts. 

__ Research comprises the chief part of the work and is concerned mainly 
with investigations into the microbiology of soils, dairying, and foodstuffs, and 
the utilization of agricultural products. 

Direct services consist chiefly of the bacteriological analysis of samples 
submitted by other divisions of the Department, and in the preparation of seed 
inoculants for departmental projects. In addition, service in the analysis of 
‘specimens, including well-water, is provided for farmers and others. 

Bacteriological tests are made of inoculants, disinfectants, canned goods, 
etc., In connection with the administration of Dominion Acts and regulatory 
measures. 

The Dairy Research unit is responsible for the study of problems arising 
in the processing of milk, the manufacture of butter, cheese, ice cream, con- 
densed milk, dehydrated milk, casein, milk sugar, fermented milks, and by- 
products, and for bacteriological, chemical, and other research work for the 
purpose of establishing sound principles of manufacture in the dairy industry. 
It is also called upon to ascertain and develop the most appropriate methods 
to be applied in the making of high grade and uniform dairy products, and to 
investigate and apply remedial measures to new defects which arise from time 
to time in manufactured products.

DIVISION OF BOTANY AND PLANT PATHOLOGY 


The activities of this division cover two main phases, Economic and 
General Botany, and Plant Pathology and Mycology. 

The work in plant pathology includes the. experimental, research, and 
administrative activities in connection with the study and control of diseases 
affecting agricultural and horticultural crops and forest trees. Special emphasis 
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is given to problems related to wartime economy, such as the diseases caused 
by seed-borne pathogens, and the diseases of potatoes, grain crops, soybeans, 
sugar beets, and other essential food crops. 

The botanical work is normally concerned with the maintenance and 
development of the Dominion Arboretum, an Herbarium, and a seed collection; 
the development of a plant introduction service through a world-wide seed 
exchange; the identification of plants; the carrying out of surveys; work with 
medicinal plants, poisonous plants, and weeds; certain physiological investiga- 
tions; and the keeping of phenological records. During the past three years, 
many of the above lines of work have been discontinued gradually and now the 
major part of the time of an increased staff is devoted to intensive studies on 
supplementary sources of natural rubber from native and imported plants and 
to a lesser extent with certain fibre, oil, and medicinal plants. 

The headquarters of the division is situated in the Dominion Arboretum, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, and branch plant pathological laboratories 
are maintained in each province.

DIVISION OF CHEMISTRY 


This division is responsible for investigation on soils and fertilizers, animal 
nutrition, plant chemistry and foods. Chemical analyses are made for projects 
conducted by other divisions of the Scierice and Experimental Farms Services. 
Analyses are made in connection with the administration of the Meat and 
Canned Foods Act and the Maple Sugar Industry Act. The central laboratory 
is situated at Ottawa, and regional laboratories are maintained at the Dominion 
Experimental Stations at Kentville, N.S., and Summerland, B.C. 


Investigations of soils and fertilizers include chemical and physical analysis 
of soils collected in connection with soil fertility studies, the development of 
methods for the spectrographic examination of soils to study the rédle of minor 
elements in plant nutrition, and the analysis of soils in connection with mineral 
deficiency studies, pasture investigations and other projects. An advisory 
service to farmers includes the examination of soils and soil amendments with 
recommendations for fertilizer treatment. 


The work in animal nutrition includes the determination of co-efficients of 
digestibility of feeding stuffs, the investigations of factors affecting digestibility, 
the biological values of feed proteins, and a standard test for the determination 
of vitamin D content of feeding stuffs. 

The work in plant chemistry includes co-operative investigations with 
sprays and spray materials, pasture experimental work, chemical composition 
of native grasses, forage crops, cereals, soybeans, and sugar beets.

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DIVISION OF ENTOMOLOGY 


This division conducts investigations of insects and mites with special 
reference to those of economic importance, and the measures for their control 
by insecticidal, cultural and biological methods. The studies deal with insects 
affecting field and garden crops, fruit and greenhouse crops, forest and shade 
trees, stored products, live stock, and man. A special parasite laboratory deals 
with the introduction, rearing, and distribution of imported and native parasites 
and predators as aids in the control of destructive insects. A section on 
systematic entomology has charge of the maintenance and development of the 
national collection of insect species. 

The division co-operates in the enforcement of the Destructive Insect and 
Pest Act. | |

In addition to the Central Experimental Farm at Ottawa, there are 
23 branch farms and stations, several specialized stations, 9 substations, 1 minor 
substation and 45 district experiment substations, as well as 161 illustration 
stations. At the Central Experimental Farm are located the office of the 
Director and the headquarters of the staffs of the ten divisions into which the 
work of the farm is divided.

ANIMAL HUSBANDRY DIVISION 


The Animal Husbandry Division is responsible for the carrying on of 
extensive experimental work, at Ottawa and at branch farms throughout the 
Dominion, relating to the breeding, feeding, housing and management of the 
various classes of domestic live stock. 

The work includes laboratory studies in animal nutrition, including deter- 
mination of digestibility of feeding stuffs, effect of plane of nutrition on digesti- 
bility of feeds, and biological value of feed proteins; the evaluation of pasture 
improvement practices and of various feeding stuffs as component parts of 
fattening rations; a study of practical and economical rations for growth and 
production; studies of breeding methods based on production records of dams 
and on progeny tests of sires and investigations dealing with the prevention and 
elimination of certain animal diseases and of parasites, the latter in co-operation 
with the Institute of Parasitology, Macdonald College.

CEREAL DIVISION 


This division is engaged in the creation, testing and introduction of superior 
varieties of cereals and leguminous grains, field beans, buckwheat, and flax of 
the seed-bearing type. The creation of new types is concentrated chiefly at the 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa, while at the Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
Breeding at Winnipeg work is centred on the development of disease-resistant 
varieties of wheat and oats. The breeding of sawfly-resistant varieties is 
centred at the Experimental Station at Swift Current, Saskatchewan. Among 
the many other activities of this division are the investigation of varieties of 
grain for which a licence has been requested in accordance with the Canada 
Seed Act, the encouragement of the use of good seed of adapted varieties, the 
conducting of verification tests to determine the genuineness and purity of seed 
stocks and the investigation of special problems which have a bearing on cereal 
breeding and development work.

FORAGE PLANTS DIVISION 


Special attention is given by this division to the improvement of forage crop 
production in Canada by the introduction of new species from foreign countries, 
by variety tests of native and foreign species, and by hybridization and selection 
to develop new species. Other important activities relate to the technique of 
seed production, pasture studies, variety testing, range investigations and turf 
grass experiments. At the Dominion Forage Crops Laboratory at Saskatoon, 
in co-operation with the University of Saskatchewan, special attention is being 
given to the development of early-maturing, hardy and drought-resistant strains 
of forage plants adapted to the Prairie Provinces.

In the Production Service is consolidated the work of the Department 
formerly carried on by the Health of Animals Branch with the exception of 
the Animal Diseases Research Institute; the Seed Branch; and the Field Services 
of the Live Stock Branch. 

The Production Service gives national leadership in organizing agricultural 
production. It co-ordinates the work of the Dominion and provincial field staffs 
in interpreting to farmers ways to profitable production derived from activities 
of the Experimental Farms and Science Services, and from the intimate associa- 
tion of the Marketing Service with agricultural commerce. It is responsible 
for the administration of Acts designed to prevent the introduction and spread 
of diseases of animals and to ensure freedom from disease in animal products 
exported, and of Acts standardizing sale in the domestic market of meat and 
canned foods, seed, feeding stuffs, fertilizers, hay, agricultural poisons, straw and 
binder twine.

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HEALTH OF ANIMALS DIVISION 


The Health of Animals Division administers the Animal Contagious Diseases 
Act, under which there has been established a Dominion-wide veterinary inspec- 
tion service to protect Canadian live stock against the introduction and spread 
of scheduled diseases. It also administers the Meat and Canned Foods Act, 
with the exception of the Orders in Council relating to the processing of fruits, 
vegetables, dairy products and canned fish. This Act is compulsory in respect 
to establishments in which animals are slaughtered, or in which any parts or 
products thereof are prepared for food for interprovincial or export trade. It 
also administers various policies including the restricted area policy for the 
control and eradication of bovine tuberculosis, as well as optional policies for 
the control of this disease and Bang’s disease.

DAIRY PRODUCTS DIVISION 


This division is responsible for the administration of the Dairy Industry 
Act, which provides for the official grading of all cheese and butter sold for 
export, and under which a large percentage of both of these products sold on 
the domestic market is graded. The manufacture of ice cream in accordance 
with prescribed standards, also is regulated under this Act. Under authority of 
the Meat and Canned Foods Act, the division issues permits to, and supervises 
the operation of concentrated milk establishments. 

The division is responsible for the administration of the Cheese and Cheese 
Factory Improvement Act in accordance with which premiums are paid on 
account of the production of cheese scoring 93 or more points. Also under the 
Act, subsidies are paid on account of the amalgamation of existing cheese 
factories, on account of insulation and refrigeration of ripening rooms of exist- 
ing cheese factories and on account of standardization of cheese pressing 
equipment. 

It arranges and supervises refrigerated car service for butter, cheese and 
eggs, and supervises loading and stowage of perishable produce exported from 
Canada by ocean transport and the discharge at principal ports in the United 
Kingdom. It administers the Cold Storage Act, under authority of which the 
construction of cold storage warehouses in Canada may be subsidized. 

The division also assembles information of value to the Department and 
to the industry and trade in expanding the outlet for Canadian dairy products.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE DIVISION 


This division administers regulations under the Fruit, Vegetables and Honey 
Act, governing the grading and packing of fruits and the grading and marking of 
fruits and vegetables for export, import and domestic trade, and the classification 
and grading of honey for export and domestic markets. 

The division is also responsible for the administration of regulations under 
the Meat and Canned Foods Act governing the operation of some 500 establish- 
ments engaged in the canning of fruits and vegetables for interprovincial and 
export trade. In addition, it administers the Maple Sugar Industry Act, which 
provides for the inspection and grading of maple sugar products and for proper 
identification of sugars or syrups resembling or imitating maple products. 

Information of value in expanding the outlet for fruit, vegetables, honey 
and maple sugar products is assembled and distributed by the merchandising 


section of the division.

LIVE STOCK AND LIVE STOCK PRODUCTS DIVISION 


The Live Stock and Live Stock Products Act, with the exception of the 
section relating to Hatchery Approval, is administered by this division. The 
regulations under the Act provide for control of trading on stock yards and 
for the grading of hog carcasses sold on the domestic market, of bacon exported, 
of beef and lamb for domestic consumption, and of eggs and poultry for both 
the domestic and the export market. 


In addition to their primary duties, the stock yards and grading staffs are 
responsible for the assembling, at central markets and at packing houses, of 
information in regard to the volume of daily live stock sales, the number in 
each grade sold, ruling prices for each grade and other related information. 
These statistics form the basis of the reports on live stock marketing regularly 
issued by the Markets Information Service. 
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Under the merchandising section of the division, a service has been estab- 
lished, designed to expand the outlet for live stock, live stock products and 
poultry products.

PRAIRIE FARM REHABILITATION ORGANIZATION 


The Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act, commonly called “P.F.R.A.”, was 
passed by the Parliament of Canada in 19385 to provide federal assistance in 
rehabilitating agriculture in the low rainfall areas of the three Prairie Provinces. 


The Act, as first passed, provided assistance in water development and 
cultural work including soil drift control, and in 1937 the scope of the Act was 
extended to include land: utilization and provide for rehabilitation on a com- 
munity basis by building community pastures on sub-marginal lands and estab- 
lishing farmers elsewhere. After the land utilization work was introduced the 
P.F.R.A. was re-organized and at present all cultural activities are carried on 
through the Experimental Farms Service, while all of the water development 
and land utilization activities are directed through the Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
tation Service with headquarters at Regina, Saskatchewan. ‘The field staff 
employed on these two phases of P.F.R.A. in the three provinces is supervised 
from the Regina office though in the case of small water developments the 
engineering staff,.in each province, works directly under the provincial water 
rights office. This arrangement was made in order to facilitate the work in 
connection with the authorization of projects under provincial statute.

PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ORGANIZATION 


The Prairie Farm Assistance Act, which provides for benefit payments to 
farmers of the Prairie Provinces, in townships having low crop yields because 
of drought, insect damage and other causes, is administered by a Director of 
Prairie Farm Assistance whose headquarters are at Regina. Under the Director 
are three Provincial Superintendents—one at Winnipeg, one at Regina and one 
at Edmonton—and the work within each province is administered from those 
headquarters. A staff of inspectors and office workers is maintained in each 
province varying in size according to the immediate needs of the Prairie Farm 
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Assistance program. During the period 1941-1943 inclusive the Wheat Acreage 
Reduction policy, then in effect, was also administered by the Prairie Farm 
Assistance staff.

WARTIME ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT 


From the moment war was declared steps have been taken to keep the 
organization of the Department adjusted to the changing situation in order 
that agriculture might play its full part. New Boards have been set up to deal 
with problems as they have arisen. For the most part these have been staffed 
by officers of the Department but in a few instances outside help has been 
sought. 

The following outline shows the set-up of the wartime Boards under the 
Department of Agriculture as of January 1, 1944. 


AGRICULTURAL FOOD BOARD 


This Board has as its function the development and direction of policies 
and measures of the Department for the wartime production of food and the 
co-ordination of the activities of all commodity boards within the Department. 
The Board is directed to divert food products produced in Canada in order to 
fill various priority needs and to move food products to areas of deficiency 
from areas of supply within Canada. 


The Board is composed of H. Barton, Deputy Minister, Chairman; A. M. 
Shaw, Director of Marketing Service; R. 8. Hamer, Director of Production 
Service; J. F. Booth, Associate Director, Marketing Service. J. F. Singleton, 
Chairman, Dairy Products Board, and L. W. Pearsall, Secretary-Manager, 
Meat Board, are ex-officio members. A. E. Richards, Agricultural Economics 
Division, is Secretary. 


AGRICULTURAL SUPPLIES BOARD 


The functions of the Board are to act as the central directive agency of 
Canada’s wartime agricultural program, and to be responsible for the construc- 
tive direction of agricultural production, for the purchase and distribution of 
supphes used in agricultural production and for the processing and conservation 
of agricultural products. Under the jurisdiction of the Board are administrators 
of feeds, fertilizers, flax-fibre and seeds, who, among other duties, administer 
agricultural programs on behalf of the Board.

’ MEAT BOARD 


This Board, set up in 1939 as a Bacon Board, was appointed to implement 
the terms of the agreement made with Britain for the delivery of Canadian 
bacon. Later, in 1943, it was reconstituted as a Meat Board and its operations 
were extended to cover all other meats in addition to pork and its products.

SPECIAL PRODUCTS BOARD

Its powers were later extended to enable it to deal with any 
government or accredited representative of any government amongst the United 
Nations. The Board operates under several sections with managers for each.
